which will form the funnel, over which is to be a copper ven­ 
tilator sixteei. inches in diam eter and thirty inches high, w ith 
an elbow at the top one foot long: which vein ilator m ust be 
governed by a vane so as to perm it the smoke to escape, »aiu 
vane to be not less than three feet long ami one foot and tw o 
inchos w ide—to bo composed of an iron frame and covering ef 
copper, and balanced upon an iron rod one inch square, inserted 
perpendicularly through a bar o f Iron in the atore«aid hoot>, 
and secured in an iron bar three inches wide and five eighths 
of an inch thick, resting upon tho plnteon the topof the post* 
ol the lantern, and extending across the centre under the hoop.
